WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. economy has reached 
a milestone: It has finally 
regained all the private- 
sector jobs it lost during the 
Great Recession. 

Yet it took a painfully slow 
six years, and unemploy¬ 
ment remains stubbornly 
high at 6.7 percent. 


The comeback figures 
were contained in a gov¬ 
ernment report Friday 
that showed a solid if un¬ 
spectacular month of job 
growth in March. 

Businesses and nonprofits 
shed 8.8 million jobs during 
the 2007-09 recession; they 
have since hired 8.9 million. 
But because the popula¬ 
tion has grown since the 


big downturn, most ana¬ 
lysts were hardly celebrat¬ 
ing the milestone. 

Heidi Shierholz, an econo¬ 
mist at the liberal Econom¬ 
ic Policy Institute, called 
it a “pretty meaningless 
benchmark economically.” 
“The potential labor force is 
growing all the time, so the 
private sector should have 
added millions of jobs over 


the last six-plus years,” she 
said. 

U.S. employers did add a 
seasonally adjusted 192,000 
jobs in March, just below 
February’s 197,000, which 
was revised higher. March’s 
figure nearly matched last 
year's average monthly 
gain, suggesting that the 
economy has recovered 
from the hiring slowdown 


caused by severe weather 
in December and January. 
“We’re seeing sustained 
improvement,” said Scott 
Anderson, chief economist 
at Bank of the West. 

“But we’re not really that 
much stronger than we 
were last year.

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Venezuelan opposition leader formally charged

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Jailed opposition leader 
Leopoldo Lopez was for¬ 
mally charged Friday with 
inciting violence at an 
anti-government protest 
that has been followed 
by weeks of unrest across 
Venezuela. Chief prosecu¬ 
tor Luisa Ortega Diaz an¬ 
nounced the charges a 
day before the legal dead¬ 
line to make the case for 
keeping Lopez in custody. 
The Harvard-educated Lo¬ 
pez has become a cause 
celebre among oppo¬ 
nents of President Nicolas 
Maduro during the month 
and a half he has spent in 
a military prison outside the 
capital. 


SANTO DOMINGO, Do¬ 
minican Republic (AP) — 

Health authorities in the 
Dominican Republic have 
reported the first outbreak 
of a mosquifo-borne virus 
that has spread quickly in 
the Caribbean in the weeks 


Lopez’s Popular Will party 
responded with what it said 
would be a 24-hour protest 
to demand his freedom. 
Protesters gathered at the 
same plaza where the 
42-year-old former mayor 
dramatically surrendered 
to authorities on Feb. 18 
surrounded by a sea of sup¬ 
porters.

The U.S. Embassy put out 
a release mentioning the 
rally and advising Ameri¬ 
cans to avoid protests and 
large gatherings and urg¬ 
ing them to stay inside after 
nightfall.

least 39 deaths, including 
both anti- and pro-gov¬ 
ernment activists as well as 
bystanders, according to 
official figures.

Prosecutors say Lopez 
was behind the deadly 
violence that followed a 
peaceful march Feb. 12, 
saying he encouraged fol¬ 
lowers to set fire to and 
destroy public buildings. 
Maduro accused him of 
being the visible face of a 
U.S.-backed “fascist” con¬ 
spiracy to topple his year- 
old administration. 

If found guilty, Lopez could 
serve nearly 14 years in 
prison. It would be by far 
the longest sentence for an 
opposition leader since the

Critics of Maduro's social¬ 
ist administration say the 
charismatic Lopez is being 
held on trumped-up charg¬ 
es. Courts have denied his 
request to be freed ahead 
of his trial. 

Speaking in Caracas on Fri¬ 
day, Maduro said he would 
continue to take preven¬ 
tive action against those 
who plot his overthrow. 
“Those who try to topple 
the government are prison¬ 
ers now,” he said.Q

Heineken will 
invest $100M in 
Haiti brewery

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — The Dutch brewer 
Heineken announced Fri¬ 
day that it is investing $100 
million in its Haiti produc¬ 
tion plant that makes the 
popular lager Prestige. 

The relatively large invest¬ 
ment is significant because 
many international com¬ 
panies have been reluc¬ 
tant to spend money in 
Haiti because of a business 
climate hampered by red 
tape, allegations of cor¬ 
ruption and a flimsy infra¬ 
structure. 

But Jose Matthijsse, gen¬ 
eral director of fhe Na¬ 
tional Brewery of Haiti that 
Heineken owns, said the 
Dutch company is eager 
to invest more in the Ca¬ 
ribbean country because 
political stability and co¬ 
operation have improved 
under the current govern¬ 
ment. 

Heineken purchased the 
Haitian brewery in 2011, 
and owns 95 percent of 
fhe company fhaf produc¬ 
es Prestige. The remaining 
5 percent is held by Dia¬ 
geo Ireland, the company 
that makes Guinness stout. 
About one-fifth of the new 
investment has already 
gone toward construction 
of a second 24,300-square- 
foot (2,260) production line 
that opened December in 
the same facility in Port-au- 
Prince. The addition will al¬ 
low the brewery to double 
output, for 40,000 more 
cases of Prestige and other 
beverages produced ev¬ 
ery day. 

The new production line 
has also enabled the 
brewery to introduce a 
16-ounce bottle of Pres¬ 
tige. 

The rest of the investment 
will be used to further in¬ 
crease lager production, 
manufacture more bottles 
and to purchase items 
such as trucks and genera¬ 
tors. 

The brewery has long been 
limited in how much lager 
it produces by the number 
of the signature amber- 
hued bottles available at 
any one time. Q

Mosquito-borne virus arrives in Dominican Republic 
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States revolt against powerful new painkiller 



against the recommenda¬ 
tion of an internal advisory 
committee. 

Late last year, 28 state at¬ 
torneys general signed a 
letter asking the FDA to re¬ 
voke the drug’s approval 
or require the manufac¬ 
turer to reformulate the 
drug so it is more difficult for 
abusers to crush for snorting 
or injection. 

U.S. Sen. Joe Manchin and 
Rep. Stephen Lynch in¬ 
troduced legislation that 
would compel the FDA to 
withdraw the drug. 

Zohydro belongs to a fam¬ 
ily of medicines known as 
opiates or opioids. Others 
include morphine, heroin 
and oxycodone, the pain¬ 
killer in OxyContin. 

Its painkilling power comes 
from hydrocodone. Other 


medications, such as Vico- 
din, contain the same nar¬ 
cotic but also include ac¬ 
etaminophen, the active 
ingredient in Tylenol. 

San Diego-based Zogenix, 
which makes Zohydro, said 
the drug is no more potent, 
per milligram, than other 
hydrocodone medications. 
The company also said it 
set up a board of experts 
to guard against abuse 
and that its sales represen¬ 
tatives are not being paid 
based on the volume, but 
rather on their efforts to en¬ 
sure prescribers, pharma¬ 
cists and patients under¬ 
stand the medication’s risks 
and benefits. 

The FDA said Zohydro meets 
its standards and provides 
an important treatment 
option for patients with 


chronic pain. The agency, 
which in 2010 approved a 
crush-resistant version of 
OxyContin to try to discour¬ 
age abuse, also points out 
that abuse-deterrent for¬ 
mulations of Zohydro are in 
the early stages of devel¬ 
opment. 

Shumlin said he chose strict 
regulation over an out¬ 
right ban, at least in part 
to avoid what could be ex¬ 
pensive litigation. 

“I expect that Massachu¬ 
setts is likely to confront that 
and we really wanted to 
get something done quick¬ 
ly,” Shumlin said. 

Vermont's emergency rule 
to prescribe Zohydro in¬ 
cludes requirements that 
prescribers conduct a thor¬ 
ough medical evaluation 
and risk assessment. □

BARRE, Vermont (AP) — 

State officials fighting a 
well-publicized battle 
against heroin and pre¬ 
scription drug abuse are 
revolting against a power¬ 
ful new painkiller that law 
enforcement and public 
health officials fear could 
worsen an already acute 
drug problem. 

On Thursday, Vermont Gov. 
Peter Shumlin announced 
an emergency order that 
would make it harder for 
physicians to prescribe a 
new class of drugs that in¬ 
cludes Zohydro. 

Many feel the extended-re- 
lease pill is prone to abuse, 
because it’s not tamper 
resistant and contains up 
to five times more of the 
narcotic hydrocodone 
than previously available in 
other pills. 

The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration approved the drug 
last fall and it hit the market 
last month. 

Prescription drug abuse is 
the fastest growing drug 
problem in the U.S. with 
more than 4.5 million Amer¬ 
icans abusing pain reliev¬ 


ers, according to a 2013 
Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration report. 

Law enforcement and 
public health officials say 
for many people, prescrip¬ 
tion painkiller abuse can 
pave the way to heroin ad¬ 
diction. In January, Shum¬ 
lin devoted the bulk of his 
State of the State address 
to Vermont’s “full blown 
heroin crisis." 

Shumlin didn’t go as far as 
Massachusetts Gov. Deval 
Patrick, who last week or¬ 
dered an outright ban on 
prescribing and dispensing 
Zohydro until it is marketed 
in a form that is difficult to 
abuse. 

But Shumlin and Vermont 
Plealth Commissioner Dr. 
Harry Chen both ques¬ 
tioned the FDA approval. 
“It’s not like we don't have 
painkillers in America,” 
Shumlin said. “So you know, 
we’re just saying ‘Hey, we 
understand we don’t con¬ 
trol the FDA, but we do 
have some influence in 
Vermont,'” he said. 

The backlash against Zo¬ 
hydro has been growing 
since last year, when the 
FDA approved the drug

WASHINGTON - Sen. Lind¬ 
sey Graham, R-S.C., ought 
to be a prime target for 
a Tea Party challenge.

some of his $7.5 million in 
campaign funds to fill tele¬ 
visions screens in the state 
with ads as he faces a field 
of relative no-names. 
Graham’s unexpectedly 
strong standing under¬ 
scores a larger point: The 
Tea Party may be nudging 
Republicans to the right in 
Congress with the implicit 
threat of primary challeng¬ 
es, but when it comes to 
recruiting quality challeng¬ 
ers to take out incumbent 
senators, it is falling decid¬ 
edly short. 

Graham, who said that if 
he won renomination he 
would not have “much of 
a race” in the fall, is among 
eight Republican incum¬ 
bent senators who faced 
a challenge at the start 
of the year. Now only one 
of them, Thad Cochran of 
Mississippi, is locked in a 
heated race with a chal¬ 
lenger who has significant 
resources. The incumbents 
are not all totally safe bets 
yet, particularly Graham, 


who will face a runoff if he 
does not capture a major¬ 
ity of the primary vote. But 
the officials who would 
have been the most for¬ 
midable challengers to 
Republican incumbents in 
Texas, South Carolina, Ken¬ 
tucky, Kansas and Tennes¬ 
see stood down. 

“People take a look at it 
and they say, ‘Is there an 
opportunity here or not?’?” 
said Sen. John Cornyn, the 
Texas Republican who eas¬ 
ily defeated Rep. Steve 
Stockman in a primary last 
month. “And I think most of 
them, the credible candi¬ 
dates, looked at it and said, 
‘There’s not an opportunity 
here,’ so they decided to 
take a pass, which leaves 
it to the second- and third- 
tier candidates.” 

The incumbents also took 
lessons from watching two 
former Senate colleagues, 
Robert F. Bennett of Utah 
and Richard G. Lugar of 
Indiana, lose nominating 
contests. □ 
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Fort Hood gunman had argument with other soldiers

FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) 

— The U.S. soldier who 
gunned down three other 
military men before killing 
himself af the Ford Hood 
base had an argument 
with colleagues in his unit 
before opening fire, and 
investigators believe his 
mental condition was not 
the “direct precipitating 


whether those involved 
were among the dead or 
wounded, or how many 
shooting victims had been 
a part of the argument. 
“There was no premedi¬ 
tated targeting of an indi¬ 
vidual,” he said.

factor" in the shooting, au¬ 
thorities said Friday.

And because Lopez is 
dead, he added, “the pos¬ 
sibility does exist that we 
may never know why the 
alleged shooter did what 
he did.”

Lopez initially began firing 
near an intersection, then 
traveled to several nearby 
buildings, went inside and 
kept firing. While driving to 
those locations in his vehi¬ 
cle, he fired indiscriminately 
at other soldiers.

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Milwaukee group wants to buy Pabst Blue Ribbon

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Long 
before it was known for 
fine Cheddar cheese or 
the Green Bay Packers, 
Wisconsin was famous for 
beer, especially the na¬ 
tional brands brewed in Mil¬ 
waukee: Schlitz, Blatz and 
Pabst Blue Ribbon. 

The brewing tradition start¬ 
ed by Milwaukee’s German 
immigrants in the 1800s 
endured for more than a 
century, until industry con¬ 
solidation in the 1980s and 
‘90s began sending familiar 
brands to other companies 
and cities. 

Now a small group of Mil¬ 
waukee residents wants to 
revive part of that proud 
history by buying Pabst 
Brewing Co. from a Cali¬ 
fornia executive in hopes 
of returning the brand to 
its birthplace, possibly as a 
city-owned brewery. 

The effort appears to be a 
distant long shot, requiring 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to acquire the 170-year- 
old beer best known as 
PBR. But Milwaukee officials 
like the idea enough to 
talk about it, and at least 
one industry analyst says 
the plan is not beyond the 
realm of possibility. 

“When I think about Pabst 
being anywhere else but 
Milwaukee, it just doesn't 
make sense," said Susie Se- 
idelman, an organizer of 
the “Bring Pabst Blue Rib¬ 
bon Home” effort. “Milwau¬ 
kee made this beer what it 
is.... It’s right on the can.” 
The beer, with its pale gold 
color and light, fizzy taste, 
has become especially 
popular over the last de¬ 
cade among urban hip¬ 
sters, in part because it's 
one of the cheapest on the 


market. 

The company that started 
in Milwaukee in 1844 is now 
headquartered in Los An¬ 
geles after being bought 
by food industry execu¬ 
tive C. Dean Metropoulos 
in 2010 for a reported $250 
million. 

Reports surfaced last 
month suggesting that 
Pabst might be looking for 
buyers. Organizers of the 
group want Metropoulos to 
give them first rights of sale 
so they can begin raising 


money toward any asking 
price. 

Pabst representatives 
would not comment on 
any potential sale or the 
efforts to bring the brand 
back to Milwaukee, saying 
only that they “are consid¬ 
ering financial alternatives" 
that will help Pabst “aggres¬ 
sively pursue its next phase 
of growth through strategic 
acquisitions." 

The effort to buy Pabst has 


a core of seven people with 
various business and non¬ 
profit backgrounds. It also 
has a Facebook page titled 
“Milwaukee Should Own 
Pabst Blue Ribbon" and a 
website at bringpbrhome. 
com, which lets visitors sign 
a letter to Metropoulos. 
The letter acknowledges 
that the purchase propos¬ 
al might seem “crazy” but 
asks readers to “humor us 
for just a moment.” 

“We want to bring PBR 
home,” reads the letter. 


expected to be sent next 
week. 

In 1996, Pabst headquarters 
left and beer production 
ceased at the company’s 
main complex in down¬ 
town Milwaukee, open¬ 
ing a “gaping hole in our 
city’s economy," accord¬ 
ing to the letter. PBR is now 
brewed in another part of 
town as part of a deal with 
MillerCoors. 

Bringing Pabst back is less 


about the beer and more 
about “investing in the city 
of Milwaukee,” Seidelman 
said. 

A letter to the Milwaukee 
mayor and city council 
asks them to consider the 
purchase of Pabst using 
a community ownership 
model similar to that of 
the Green Bay Packers, in 
which the public buys stock 
that does not increase in 
value and pays no divi¬ 
dends. But, Seidelman said, 
they are also considering 


other options, including 
forming a cooperative. 
Another organizer, Erika 
Wolf, said the group wants 
to hold town-hall-style 
meetings and online chats 
about how to buy and run 
PBR. 

The first meeting is sched¬ 
uled for April 23. 

Regardless of the busi¬ 
ness structure chosen, they 
want to put the profits back 
into the city, she said. 


The group’s website was 
put together by the great- 
great granddaughter of 
brewery founder Frederick 
Pabst. Bridget Byrnes, a 
web designer in Missoula, 
Montana, volunteered af¬ 
ter seeing the Facebook 
page. The return of Pabst 
back would hopefully cre¬ 
ate jobs and “bring Milwau¬ 
kee back to the beer city it 
was.” 

The plan is being floated at 
a time when some Great 
Lakes cities are trying to 
develop a “blue econo¬ 
my” by attracting industries 
that rely on water. As grow¬ 
ing water scarcity casts a 
shadow over the economy 
in warmer states, many 
northern communities want 
to use their abundant fresh¬ 
water to attract businesses, 
including breweries. 

Jeff Fleming, a spokesman 
for Milwaukee's develop¬ 
ment department, said city 
officials know little about 
the effort so far but look for¬ 
ward to discussing any plan 
with the organizers. 

Paul Gatza, director of the 
Colorado-based Brewers 
Association trade group, 
said he’s seen reports the 
company could go for 
$700 million to $1 billion. He 
said Metropoulos' business 
is acquisitions, not brewing, 
which might explain the in¬ 
terest in selling. 

Raising that sort of money 
from Milwaukee’s 600,000 
residents would be tough, 
but it might be more feasi¬ 
ble if a private-equity group 
stepped in, Gatza said.

And we need more im¬ 
provement for a stronger 
economy to come into frui¬ 
tion.” 

The March figures did signal 
that stronger gains could 
lie ahead: More Americans 
without jobs are starting 
to look for one, and pay- 
checks are growing. 

Most economists expect 
job growth to pick up a 
bit to a monthly pace of 
225,000 or more. One rea¬ 
son: Americans have re¬ 
duced their debts and 
benefited from rising home 
prices and a rising stock 
market. Better household 
finances should translate 
into more spending. 

And a major drag on 
growth — federal spend¬ 
ing cuts and tax increases 
— will fade this year, most 
likely boosting the econ¬ 
omy. Budget battles and 
government shutdowns 
that have eroded business 
and consumer confidence 
since the recession ended 
are unlikely this year. 
“Enough repair has hap¬ 
pened in damaged sec¬ 
tors and there's enough 
calm ... so we can have a 
real recovery,” said Ethan 
Harris, global economist 
at Bank of America Merrill 
Lynch. 

Greater business confi¬ 
dence has been good 
for companies such as 
Advanced Technology 
Services, a Peoria, Illinois- 
based firm that maintains 
machine tools, robotics 
and computer systems for 
industrial companies such 
as Caterpillar, Honeywell 
and Honda. 

The company has about 
120 openings for factory 
floor technicians, network 
engineers and information 
technology professionals. It 
has 2,700 employees in the 
U.S. and 300 more in Mexi¬ 
co and Britain. 

Jeff Owens, president of 
ATS, said his clients ap¬ 
pear more confident 
about economic growth 
and more willing to invest 
in machinery. He is seeing 
solid growth in the auto, 
food processing and oil 
and gas drilling equipment 


industries. 

“The economy is better 
than it was a year or two 
ago,” Owens said. “We're 
seeing that people are 
more comfortable with 
executing their strategic 
plans.” 


The U.S. unemployment 
rate has been stuck at 6.7 
percent since December, 
but that partly reflects a 
positive trend: More Ameri¬ 
cans, particularly younger 
people, are either working 
or looking for work. 

So far fhis year, abouf 1.3 
million people have sfarfed 
looking for jobs, and mosf 
have found fhem. Lasf 
year, by contrast, the num¬ 
ber of people either work¬ 
ing or looking for work had 
shrunk by roughly 500,000. 
That’s a welcome change 
from the pattern that had 
prevailed since the reces¬ 
sion: The proportion of 
Americans working or look¬ 
ing for work fell to a 35-year 
low in December. Many of 
the unemployed had be¬ 
come discouraged and 
stopped hunting for jobs. 

In addition, many younger 
people stayed in school 
to avoid the job market. 
And some older Americans 
probably retired earlier 
than they would have oth¬ 


erwise. 

For most of the past four 
years, the number of Amer¬ 
icans who found jobs bare¬ 
ly kept up with population 
growth. Now it's growing 
slightly faster. As a result, 
the percentage of Ameri¬ 


cans 16 or older who were 
working reached 58.9 per¬ 
cent in March — the high¬ 
est point since 2009. 
Another positive sign in the 
report: Americans worked 
more hours last month. The 
average work week rose to 
34.5 hours last month, up 
from 34.3 in February. 


More hiring plus a longer 
workweek means bigger 
paychecks for more Ameri¬ 
cans. That should help fuel 
more consumer spending 
and economic growth in 
the months ahead. 

Still, for individual workers. 


average hourly pay slipped 
a penny to $24.30. Aver¬ 
age hourly wages have 
risen 2.1 percent in the past 
year, faster than the 1.1 
percent inflation rate. But in 
a healthy economy, hour¬ 
ly wages typically grow 
about 3.5 percent a year. 
One thing holding back 


overall pay is the quality of 
jobs. Most of those added 
last month were in low-pay¬ 
ing industries. 

Temporary help agencies 
added 28,500 positions. Ho¬ 
tels and restaurants added 
33,100, and retailers 21,300. 


Higher-paying positions 
didn’t fare as well. Manu¬ 
facturers shed 1,000 jobs, 
the first such drop since 
July. And professional and 
technical services, which

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Legal pot in Colorado hasn’t stopped black market

DENVER (AP) — A 25-year- 
old is shot dead trying to 
sell marijuana the old-fash¬ 
ioned, illegal way. Two men 
from Texas set up a ware¬ 
house to grow more than 
they would ever need. And 
three people buying pot in 
a grocery store parking lot 
are robbed at gunpoint. 
While no one expected the 
state's first-in-the-nation 
recreational sales would 
eliminate the need for 
dangerous underground 
sales overnight, the vio¬ 
lence has raised concerns 
among police, prosecutors 
and pot advocates that a 
black market for marijuana 
is alive and well in Colo¬ 
rado. 

“It has done nothing more 
than enhance the oppor¬ 
tunity for the black mar¬ 
ket," said Lt. Mark Comte 
of the Colorado Springs 
police vice and narcotics 
unit. “If you can get it tax- 
free on the corner, you’re 
going to get it on the cor¬ 
ner.” 

It’s difficult to measure 
whether there has been 
an increase in pot-related 


crimes beyond anecdotal 
reports because no one at 
either the federal or state 
levels is keeping track of

“There’s going to be a 
black market here,” said 
Cmdr. Pat Slack of the 
Snohomish Regional Drug/ 
Gang Task Force, which 
covers an area outside Se¬ 
attle. “There will be drug 
rip-offs and drug debts that 
haven't been paid. All of 
that is going to stay.” 

Under Colorado’s voter- 
approved law, it is legal to 
possess up to an ounce of 
marijuana. Authorities are 
concerned that means il¬ 
legal dealers and buyers 
believe they can avoid 
prosecution. These dealers 
and their customers also 
tend to be targets, if rob¬ 
bers know they are flush 
with cash. 

Arapahoe County, out¬ 
side Denver, has seen “a 
growing number of drug 
rips and outright burglaries 
and robberies of people 


His district has seen at least 
three homicides linked to 
pot in recent months and 
a rising number of robber¬ 
ies and home invasions. 
Among them was a Feb¬ 
ruary case in which a 
17-year-old boy said he ac¬ 
cidentally shot and killed 
his girlfriend while robbing 
a man who had come to 
purchase weed. 

Elsewhere, prosecutors 
say, Nathaniel Tollman, 25, 
was killed during a Janu¬ 
ary drug deal when he 
was robbed and shot, and 
his body dumped in Wyo¬ 
ming. 

The next month, a dealer 
mugged three people who 
were trying to buy mari¬ 
juana from him in a Denver 
grocery store parking lot. 
Such deals are the excep¬ 
tion, said Vicente. The “av¬ 
erage customer” prefers to 
buy in a well-lit, regulated 
store, he said, citing the 
roughly $2 million Colorado 
made in marijuana taxes in 
January alone. 

Whether dangerous or not, 
it can still be cheaper to 
buy pot from a drug deal¬ 
er. 

Voters who approved rec¬ 
reational sales in Colorado 
also agreed to a 12.9 per¬ 
cent state sales tax and a 
15 percent excise tax on it. 
Local jurisdictions can also 


add their own taxes. Medi¬ 
cal marijuana is taxed, too, 
but at a much lower rate - 
a 2.9 percent sales tax. 
Those taxes mean an 
ounce of pot can go for 
$400 or more at a state- 
sanctioned store, depend¬ 
ing on quality and poten¬ 
cy. An ounce on the street 
can run between $200 and 
$280, depending on how 
much a dealer wants to 
profit, Comte said. 
Underground dealers also 
are not burdened by com¬ 
plex regulations and licens¬ 
es. 

“Those barriers to entry al¬ 
ready create the potential 
for the black market, and 
then you add these taxes 
on top of it, and it makes 
it impossible to get rid of,” 
said Denver attorney Rob¬ 
ert Corry, who helped 
write the pot legalization 
measure but opposed the 
taxes. 

Corry, who has long repre¬ 
sented marijuana dealers 
facing criminal charges, 
said his clientele has hardly 
diminished. 

Comte’s unit recently 
searched a warehouse 
where two men from Texas 
were growing “so much 
more than they could ever 
need,” he said. 

Detectives charged them 
with possession of pot with 
intent to distribute. 

If some Colorado drug 
dealers have lost business 
to legal retailers, some also 
have made up for it by 
transporting weed to other 
states. 

A Lakewood man was ar¬ 
rested in March after post¬ 
al inspectors intercepted a 
package he was mailing 
containing a pound of pot. 
Drug task force officers 
who later searched his 
home found scores of gal¬ 
lon-sized bags of marijua¬ 
na and 76 plants. 
Marijuana cases can be 
hard to prosecute and 
are not cost-effective, so 
police often prefer to fo¬ 
cus attention on drugs like 
heroin and methamphet- 
amine, Comte said.

Dutch doubt 
where to return 
Crimean gold

AMSTERDAM (AP) — A 

Dutch historical museum 
got more than the bronze 
swords, golden helmets 
and precious gems it bar¬ 
gained for when it orga¬ 
nized an exhibition on 
ancient treasures from 
Ukraine: it also inherited a 
diplomatic mess. 

Russia annexed the Crime¬ 
an Peninsula a month after 
the Allard Pierson museum 
opened the “Crimea — 
Gold and secrets of the 
Black Sea" exhibition in 
February. Curators say now 
they are not sure where to 
return the objects on dis¬ 
play when it ends in Au¬ 
gust. 

Officials from both Ukraine 
and Russia insist the Crime¬ 
an treasures must be re¬ 
turned to them. 

“We’re investigating who 
the legal owner is,” said 
museum spokeswoman 
Amber van Schagen- 
Fayein Friday. 

The museum has enlisted 
experts from the Univer¬ 
sity of Amsterdam and the 
Dutch Foreign Ministry for 
advice on what to do now. 
Among the most stunning 
objects in the exhibition 
are a solid gold Scythian 
helmet from the 4th centu¬ 
ry B.C. and a golden neck 
ornament from the second 
century A.D. that weigh 
more than a kilogram (two 
pounds) each. 

Ukraine’s Foreign Ministry 
asked the Dutch ambas¬ 
sador in Kiev last week to 
guarantee the safe return 
of the collection to Ukraine. 
The country’s culture min¬ 
ister Evhen Nishchuk said 
it was his office that ap¬ 
proved the exhibition in 
the first place — in one of 
the largest releases of the 
country’s historical collec¬ 
tions abroad ever autho¬ 
rized — and it must return 
via the same route. 

“This is about the nation¬ 
al security of the cultural 
heritage of the Ukrainian 
state,” Nishchuk said in a 
statement. 

But four of the five mu¬ 
seums that contributed 
artifacts are located in 
Crimea. □

Suspected North Korean drones crude, reflect new threat

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

South Korean experts say 
two small drones believed 
to have been flown across 
the border by the North 
were crude and decidedly 
low-tech — equipped with 
cameras available on the 


Internet for hundreds of 
dollars — but underscore 
a potential new threat that 
must be taken seriously. 
North Korea has recently 
been touting its drone 
program, a relatively new 
addition to its arsenal. It 
has prominently displayed 
large drone-like aircraft in 
military parades. Accord¬ 
ing to the North’s state-run 
media, leader Kim Jong Un 
watched a drone attack 
drill on a simulated South 
Korean target last year. 

If the South Korean claims 
that the drones were from 
the North on military sur¬ 
veillance missions are true, 
they would be the first solid, 
public evidence that North 
Korea is using its drones to 
infiltrate South Korean air¬ 
space, including the skies 
over the capital Seoul and 
its surroundings. 


The captured drones were 
basic, at best. 

One crashed in Paju, a city 
near the border with North 
Korea, on March 24. The 
other crashed Monday 
on the island of Baeng- 
nyeong. South Korean de¬ 
fense officials say fhey are 
rudimenfary, equipped 


with Japanese-made 
cameras capable of tak¬ 
ing only still photos that 
cannot be transmitted in 
real time but must instead 
be retrieved. 

The Paju drone was 
equipped with a Canon 
camera and the other one 
carried a Nikon camera. 
Defense Ministry spokes¬ 
man Kim Min-seok said the 
Canon camera can be 
bought for about 1 million 
won, or about $950, on the 
Internet. 

Both drones were painted 
sky blue, probably cost 
only a few thousand dol¬ 
lars to build and were 140 
centimeters (55 inches) 
and 180 centimeters (71 
inches) long — giving them 
the appearance of the 
large model planes associ¬ 
ated more with hobbyists 
than militaries. 


Kim, in a briefing Thursday, 
said lettering on the bat¬ 
tery of the drone found 
at Paju and other forensic 
evidence suggest it was of 
North Korean origin. He said 
it had enough fuel to return 
to North Korea. Defense of¬ 
ficials say it took 193 photos 
of South Korea’s presiden¬ 
tial residence and other ar¬ 
eas in Seoul and Paju but 
refused to disclose which 
other specific sites. 

The second drone took 
photos of two front-line is¬ 
lands — Socheong and 
Daecheong — near the 
disputed western sea 
boundary with North Ko¬ 
rea. 

Kim said the first drone 
probably crashed due to 
an engine problem and 
the second ran out of fuel. 
They evaded detection 
because they are so small 


and made of polycarbon¬ 
ate. 

North Korea’s state media 
hasn’t made any com¬ 
ments on the drones. 

While the capture of the 
two surveillance drones 
appears to offer a rare 
glimpse info the North’s 
technology, analysts stress 
they do not necessarily rep¬ 
resent the best unmanned 
aerial vehicles the North 
can field. They also note 
the captured drones are a 
far cry from fhe U.S.-made 
Global Hawk unmanned 
aerial vehicle, which South 
Korea plans to introduce 
to its military in the near fu¬ 
ture, at about $208 million 
a pop. 

Defense Minister Kim 
Kwan-jin told parliament 
Friday that North Korea 
has been developing un¬ 
manned drones since the 


1990s. He said ministry of¬ 
ficials are urgently working 
out measures to cope with 
North Korean drone threats 
as it's possible for the North 
to acquire a technology to 
develop small unmanned 
aircraft with self-destruc¬ 
tive capabilities in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The claim that the drones 
were flown by the North 
was announced earlier 
this week just after North 
and South artillery batteries 
fired barrages info each 
other's territorial waters in a 
tense but in the end harm¬ 
less game of milifary fit-for- 
fat. “Our government and 
military were not aware 
of the flight of the drone 
even when it was on a 
potentially dangerous mis¬ 
sion,” the mass-circulation 
JoongAng llbo said in an 
editorial. □

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AP photographer killed, reporter wounded in Kabul

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

— An Afghan police com¬ 
mander opened fire Friday 
on two Associated Press 
journalists inside a security 
forces base in eastern Af¬ 
ghanistan, killing prize-win¬ 
ning photographer Anja 
Niedringhaus and wound¬ 
ing veteran correspondent 
Kathy Gannon. 
Niedringhaus, 48, who had 
covered conflict zones 
from the Balkans in the 
1990s to Iraq, Libya and 
Afghanistan and was part 
of a team of AP photogra¬ 
phers who won the Pulitzer 
Prize in 2005, died instantly 
of her wounds. 

Gannon, who for many 
years was the news orga¬ 
nization’s Afghanistan bu¬ 
reau chief and currently is 
a special correspondent 
for the region, was shot 
three times in the wrists and 
shoulder. After surgery, she 
was in stable condition and 
spoke to medical person¬ 
nel before being flown to 
Kabul. 

“Anja was a vibrant, dy¬ 
namic journalist well-loved 
for her insightful photo¬ 
graphs, her warm heart 
and joy for life. We are 
heartbroken at her loss," 
said AP Executive Editor 
Kathleen Carroll, speaking 
in New York. 

Niedringhaus and Gannon 
worked together repeat¬ 
edly in Afghanistan since 
the 2001 U.S.-led invasion, 
covering the conflict from 
some of the most danger¬ 
ous hotspots of the Taliban 
insurgency. They often 
focused on the war's im¬ 
pact on Afghan civilians 

— and they embedded 
several times with Afghan 
police and military, report¬ 
ing on their determina¬ 
tion to build up their often 
underequipped forces to 
face the fight with militants. 
Gannon also knows several 
leading Taliban well, and 
was one of the few West¬ 
ern reporters allowed into 
Afghanistan during the Tal¬ 
iban’s rule in the 1990s. 
Friday’s attack was par¬ 
ticularly startling because 
it came as an insider shoot¬ 
ing by a member of the Af¬ 
ghan security forces — the 
first known instance of an 
insider attack on journalists. 


It came on the eve of Af¬ 
ghanistan’s elections for 
a new president and pro¬ 
vincial councils. The Tal¬ 
iban have vowed to dis¬ 
rupt the voting and have 
stepped up violence in 
recent weeks, including in¬ 
creased attacks on civilian 
targets in Kabul and the kill¬ 
ings of a Swedish journalist 
and Afghan journalist for 
the French news agency 
Agence France-Presse. 


Niedringhaus and Gannon 
were traveling Friday in a 
convoy of election work¬ 
ers delivering ballots in the 
eastern city of Khost. The 
convoy was protected by 
Afghan security forces. 
They were in their own car 
with a translator and an AP 
Television News freelancer. 
They had arrived in the 
heavily guarded district 
compound and were wait¬ 
ing for the convoy to move, 
said the freelancer, who 
witnessed the shooting. 

A unit commander identi¬ 
fied by authorities as Naq- 
ibullah walked up to the 
car, yelled “Allahu Akbar” 
— God is Great — and 
opened fire on them in the 
back seat with his AK-47, 
the freelancer said. The of¬ 
ficer then surrendered to 
the other police and was 
arrested. 

There have been repeated 
instances in recent years 


of Afghan police or mili¬ 
tary personnel opening fire 
on and killing international 
troops working with the 
country's security forces. 
The attackers are usually 
either suspected Taliban 
infiltrators or Afghans who 
have come to oppose the 
foreign presence in the 
country. 

At their worst, in 2012, such 
attacks happened on av¬ 
erage nearly once a week. 


killing more than 60 coali¬ 
tion troops and prompting 
NATO to reduce joint oper¬ 
ations with Afghan forces. 
Taliban spokesman Zabi- 
hullah Mujahid denied re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack. 
Khost Provincial Police 
Chief Faizullah Ghyrat said 
the attacker, Naqibullah, 
confessed to the shoot¬ 
ing and told authorities he 
was from Parwan province, 
northwest of Kabul, and 
was acting to avenge the 
deaths of family members 
in a NATO bombing there. 
The claim could not be cor¬ 
roborated and officials said 
they were still investigating 
the shooter's background. 
Ghyrat said the police 
commander, who he said 
was 25 years old, had seen 
the journalists, decided to 
act, and then demanded 
the assault rifle from one of 
his subordinates. 

In a memo to AP staff, AP 


President Gary Pruitt re¬ 
membered Niedringhaus 
as “spirited, intrepid and 
fearless, with a raucous 
laugh that we will always 
remember.” 

“Anja is the 32nd AP staff¬ 
er to give their life in pur¬ 
suit of the news since AP 
was founded in 1846,” he 
wrote. “This is a profession 
of the brave and the pas¬ 
sionate, those committed 
to the mission of bringing to 


the world information that 
is fair, accurate and im¬ 
portant. Anja Niedringhaus 
met that definition in every 
way.” 

Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai expressed his deep 
sadness over Niedringhaus’ 
death and the wounding 
of Gannon. “These two 
AP journalists had gone to 
Khost province to prepare 
reports about the presiden¬ 
tial and provincial coun¬ 
cil elections,” a statement 
from Karzai’s office quoted 
him as saying. It added that 
Karzai instructed the interior 
minister and the Khost gov¬ 
ernor to assist the AP in ev¬ 
ery way possible. 
Niedringhaus was part of 
an AP team that won the 
2005 Pulitzer Prize in break¬ 
ing news photography for 
coverage of the war in 
Iraq, and was awarded 
the Courage in Journal¬ 
ism Award from the Inter¬ 


national Women’s Media 
Foundation. She joined the 
AP in 2002 and had since 
been based in Geneva, 
Switzerland. From 2006 to 
2007, she was awarded a 
Nieman Fellowship in jour¬ 
nalism at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity. 

Niedringhaus started her 
career as a freelance pho¬ 
tographer for a local news¬ 
paper in her hometown in 
Hoexter, Germany at the

age of 16. She worked for 
the European Press Photo 
Agency before joining the 
AP. She had published two 
books. Gannon, 60, is a Ca¬ 
nadian journalist based in Is¬ 
lamabad who has covered 
Afghanistan and Pakistan 
for the AP since mid-1980s. 
One of her predecessors as 
Islamabad chief of bureau, 
Sharon Herbaugh, died in a 
1993 helicopter crash in the 
central mountains of Af¬ 
ghanistan. The 39-year-old 
Herbaugh was the first AP 
newswoman and bureau 
chief to die on assignment. 
Gannon is a former Edward 
R. Murrow Fellow at the 
Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions in New York and the 
author of a book on the 
country, “I Is for Infidel: From 
Holy War to Holy Terror: 18 
Years Inside Afghanistan.” 
After Friday’s attack, Gan¬ 
non underwent surgery in 
Khost. □

Saints agree 
to terms with 
Champ Bailey 

METAIRIE, La. (AP) — Veter¬ 
an defensive back Champ 
Bailey has agreed to a 
two-year contract with the 
New Orleans Saints. 

The 35-year-old Bailey 
played the last 10 seasons 
with Denver after spending 
his first five in the NFL with 
Washington.

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Garcia moves to top of Houston Open leaderboard

HUMBLE, Texas (AP) — Ser¬ 
gio Garcia surged to the 
top of the leaderboard by 
shooting a 7-under par 65 
in the second round of the 
Houston Open on Friday. 
The Spaniard’s 12-under 
overall score matches the 
36-hole low at the 7,441- 
yard Golf Club of Houston 
and gives him a one shot 
lead over American Matt 
Kuchar (11-under). 

Garcia, opening on the 
back nine, climbed the 
leaderboard with a birdie- 
eagle-birdie stretch on his 
front nine. His eagle on No. 
13 came after sticking his 
282-yard second shot to 5 
feet. 

First-round co-leader Bill 
Haas followed his opening 
65 with a 2-over 74 in gusty 
conditions. The other first- 
round leader, Charley Hoff¬ 
man, fell to 3-under overall. 
Phil Mickelson shot a 2-un- 
der 70 and is 6 under over¬ 
all, six shots back of Garcia. 

Kuchar, who tied for fourth 


last week in San Antonio, 
began his afternoon round 
six shots back of Garcia af¬ 
ter opening with a 6-under 
66 on Thursday. 

He reached 12 under with 
his sixth birdie of the day 
on the par-4 17th before 
finding the fairway bunker 
on the 18th and settling for 
a bogey to fall back to 11 
under. 

While the clear and windy 
conditions presented dif¬ 
ficulties for several in the 
field, Garcia had no such 
problems in just his second 
visit to the former Redstone 
Golf Club - which switched 
names to the Golf Club of 
Houston after an ownership 
change. 

Still in search of his first ma¬ 
jor championship, Garcia 
showed he's ready for the 
slick greens and tight fair¬ 
ways at next week’s Mas¬ 
ters on the Augusta Nation- 
al-like setup on Friday. He 
needed only 25 putts for his 
round while finishing only 
two shots off the course re¬ 
cord of 63. 

He equaled the course’s 


previous low 36 holes set 
by Johnson Wagner in 2008 
and matched in 2012 by 
Jeff Maggert. 

Garcia, who opened with 
a 5-under 67 on Thursday, 
began Friday’s round on 
the back nine. His first bird¬ 
ie came following a 12-foot 
putt on No. 12, and he fol¬ 


lowed that with a spec¬ 
tacular eagle on the par-5 
13th. 

He started the 592-yard 
hole with a 307-yard tee 
shot, following that with a 
282-yard 3-wood to 5 feet 
of the hole. The eagle putt 
sent him into the lead at 8 
under, and he then birdied 


the par-3 14th before put¬ 
ting together three straight 
birdies on his back nine. 
The 34-year-old Garcia fin¬ 
ished in a tie for 77th in his 
only other visit to the Hous¬ 
ton Open in 2009, including 
a final-round 81. 

Garcia and Kuchar will be 
paired in Saturday’s final 
group along with one of 
the four players who are 
at 8 under. Tournament 
officials said they will as¬ 
sign threesomes and send 
the pros off both tees early 
in the morning to try and 
beat expected rain on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. 

Matt Jones, Cameron Trin- 
gale, Jimmy Walker and 
Shawn Stefani are tied 
for third at 8 under, while 
Steve Strieker and Ben Cur¬ 
tis are at 7 under. Walker, 
who leads the PGA Tour 
with three wins this season, 
matched Garcia's 7-under 
65 on Friday. 

Defending champion D.A. 
Points missed the cut after 
shooting a 2-over 74 on 
Friday and finishing 1 over 
overall. □

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Seahawks lock up coach Pete Carroll with extension

SEATTLE (AP) - The first 
major contract extension 
finalized by the Seattle Se¬ 
ahawks following their Su¬ 
per Bowl title was a com¬ 
mitment to coach Pete 
Carroll - and to an ideology 
that finally proved success¬ 
ful at the professional level. 
While getting stars such as 
Earl Thomas and Richard 
Sherman locked up re¬ 
mains important, the focus 
for the Seahawks was mak¬ 
ing sure Carroll was sticking 
around. 

“This was a huge priority for 
us coming into the offsea¬ 
son," Seattle general man¬ 
ager John Schneider said 
Friday. “We knew it was 
around the corner and it 
was, quite honestly, we’re 
trying to take care of our 
own people and keep our 
young players together. But 
where do you start? You 
start at the top.” 

The Seahawks locked up 
Carroll through the 2016 
season with a three-year 
extension announced Fri¬ 
day. The new contract 
rips up the final year of the 
original five-year deal Car- 
roll signed in January 2010, 
and cleared up any uncer¬ 
tainty whether the 62-year- 
old coach wanted to stick 


around after his original 
deal expired. 

Carroll is staying. So are 
the ideas and beliefs he 
brought with him when he 
arrived from Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. Back then, there was 
skepticism whether his style 
and attitude would work in 
the NFL. 

Now, there’s no question. 
“Whether this came about 
or not I was going to keep 
busting it and going for it. 
It wasn’t going to matter 
in that regard. But I think 
the statement, that they 
wanted to validate the 


commitment to what we’re 
doing and how we’re do¬ 
ing it, was extraordinary," 
Carroll said. “It was an ex¬ 
traordinary effort on their 
part and I'm just humbled 
and thrilled they see it that 
way.” 

Carroll is 38-26 in four regu¬ 
lar seasons with Seattle and 
5-2 in the playoffs. He’s the 
second-oldest head coach 
in the NFL - yet rarely acts 
his age - and one of seven 
current coaches with a Su¬ 
per Bowl title. The cham¬ 
pionship was a crowning 
achievement for Carroll af¬ 


ter struggles in his two pre¬ 
vious stints as an NFL head 
coach with the New York 
Jets and New England. 
Carroll was lured to Seattle 
because of something he 
didn’t have in his previous 
NFL stops: control. Seattle 
gave him the reins to the 
franchise, and hired him 
before adding Schneider 
to the mix, and creating a 
relationship that has been 
marked by stability and 
success. 

After nearly a decade of 
winning with the Trojans 
and having say over a pro¬ 


gram, that level of control 
was crucial if he was going 
back to the professional 
ranks. The Seahawks were 
willing. 

“I loved my time at USC 
and I was having the time 
of my life being part of that 
wonderful school and all 
the things that we were 
doing," Carroll said. “But 

I knew there was another 
challenge out there and 
that was coming to the 
league.” 

The challenge Carroll in¬ 
herited included tearing 
down and rebuilding the 
Seahawks roster and tread¬ 
ing water through a pair 
of 7-9 seasons his first two 
years. The breakthrough 
came in Year 3 when Se¬ 
attle drafted Russell Wilson, 
who gave them stability at 
quarterback. Seattle went 

II -5 in Carroll’s third season 
and reached the divisional 
round of the playoffs. 
Carroll followed that by 
guiding the Seahawks to 
13 regular-season wins, 
the 2013 NFC West title 
and home-field advan¬ 
tage in the playoffs. Seattle 
knocked off New Orleans 
in the divisional round then 
edged San Francisco in the 
NFC title game before rout¬ 
ing Denver 43-8 in the Su¬ 
per Bowl in February.Q

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Hiring up as US economy adds 192,000 jobs in March

The U.S. economy added 
192,000 jobs in March, as 
the end of winter and bet¬ 
ter weather in many parts 
of the country encouraged 
employers to begin hiring 
workers slightly more ag¬ 
gressively. The new data, 
released by the Labor De¬ 
partment on Friday morn¬ 
ing, suggested that busi¬ 


nesses did a bit of catch¬ 
ing up last month, but not 
as much as some analysts 
had predicted. The unem¬ 
ployment rate remained 
flat from last month, at 6.7 
percent. After a surge last 
fall, job creation slowed 
noticeably in December 
and January, setting off a 
debate over whether win¬ 
try weather was to blame 
for the weakness or some¬ 


thing more fundamental in 
the economy was at work. 
Before the announcement, 
economists had been ex¬ 
pecting a gain of 200,000 
in payrolls in March, with 
the unemployment rate 
falling by 0.1 percenfage 
point to 6.6 percent. 
Because of the question of 
the role played by weath¬ 
er, the data for March had 
been eagerly awaifed. 


Some experts said it was 
the first month of so-called 
clean data since the fall, 
arguing that cold and 
snow had inhibited hiring 
in crucial sectors like con¬ 
struction and retailing as 
2013 drew to a close and 
the new year began. 
Indeed, analysts had been 
surprised by just how lack¬ 
luster the pace of hiring 
was in previous months, 


but had been turning cau¬ 
tiously optimistic in recent 
weeks as other signals like 
initial claims for unemploy¬ 
ment looked more encour¬ 
aging. As a result, some

Gold gains after jobs report and stock market drop

NEW YORK (AP) — Gold rose 
the most in three weeks af¬ 
ter U.S. employers added 
slightly fewer jobs than 
economists had forecast. 
Traders also bought gold as 
the stock market slumped. 
The price of gold for June 
delivery climbed $18.90, or 
1.5 percent, to $1,303.50 an 
ounce on Friday, its biggest 
gain since March 12. 


Gold has rebounded this 
year after plunging almost 
30 percent last year as the 
dollar appreciated and the 
U.S. economy showed signs 
of strengthening without 
inflation. Traders typically 
buy gold to hedge against 
rising prices or when the 
dollar weakens. Gold also 
got a lift as traders sought 
a safe haven as fhe stock 
market sank. 

"We had a friendly number 


for gold in the jobs figure 
today,” said George Gero, 
a financial advisor at RBC 
Wealth Management. 
Other metals also rose. 
Silver for May delivery 
gained 14 cents, or 0.7 per¬ 
cent, to $19.95 an ounce. 
Platinum for July deliv¬ 
ery gained $5.40, or 0.4 
percent, to $1,450.90 an 
ounce. Palladium for June 
rose $1.90, or 0.2 percent, 
to $790.75 an ounce. 


Copper for May edged a 
fraction of a cent lower to 
$3.02 per pound. 

In trading of agricultural 
products, wheat and soy¬ 
beans fell. Corn rose.

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Nest Labs disables 
feature on smoke alarms

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

high-tech home monitor¬ 
ing device company Nest 
Labs is disabling a feature 
on its smoke alarms due to 
the risk that owners could 
unintentionally turn off the 
device with the wave of a 
hand. 

Nest was acquired this year 
by Google Inc. for $3.2 bil¬ 
lion. 

Nest developed technol¬ 
ogy which it calls the Nest 
Wave that allows owners 
to turn off the Nest Protect: 
Smoke + Carbon Monox¬ 
ide alarm at a distance, 
among other things. 
Founder and CEO Tony 
Fadell said on the compa¬ 
ny’s website, however, that 
a “unique combination of 
circumstances" could de¬ 
lay an alarm going off in 
the event of a real fire. 

The Nest Protect costs 
about $130. In comparison, 
other smoke and carbon 
monoxide detectors typi¬ 
cally range between $50 
and $80. 


Fadell said that concerns 
about the product were 
raised during lab test¬ 
ing, and that there are no 
known instances in which 
customers have deactivat¬ 
ed their alarm unintention¬ 
ally. 

Consumers with a Nest 
Protect connected to a 
Nest account with Wi-Fi will 
automatically have Nest 
Wave disabled within 24 
hours. No action needs to 
be taken and their smoke 
alarm will continue to work. 
Those with a Nest Protect 
not connected to a com¬ 
pany account should im¬ 
mediately connect to their 
Nest account so the com¬ 
pany can remotely disable 
Nest Wave. 

For individuals with a Nest 
Protect not connected to 
an account and that don't 
have access to Wi-Fi, Nest 
recommends that they im¬ 
mediately stop using the 
alarm and contact the 
company for a complete 
refund.Q

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It’s about time: 
New atomic clock 
is more accurate 


BOULDER, Colorado (AP) — 

Good news for people who 
are sticklers for punctual¬ 
ity: The National Institute of 
Standards and Technology 
has a new atomic clock 
that isn’t supposed to gain 
or lose a second in roughly 
300 million years. 

The new clock was 
launched Thursday. It's 
located at the institute's 
Boulder center. 

The clock is the nation's 
civilian time standard. The 
U.S. Naval Observatory 
maintains military time. 

The new clock, called NIST 
F-2, is about three times 
more accurate than the 
old one, called NIST F-l, the 
Boulder Daily Camera re¬ 
ported. 

The institute plans to oper¬ 
ate both for a while and 
use comparisons to im¬ 
prove them. 

Banks, computer networks 
and others use the atomic 
clock to synchronize their 
own. 

The institute’s radio broad¬ 
casts are used to update 
about 50 million timekeep¬ 
ers daily. Its Internet service 
gets about 8 billion auto¬ 
mated synchronization re¬ 


quests a day. 

“Nothing here is going to 
change the way we live 
tomorrow, in terms of hav¬ 
ing a three-times-more-ac- 
curate clock,” said physi¬ 
cist Steven Jefferts, lead 
designer of the new clock. 
“But these technologies 
keep getting adopted for 
use in our society, so we 
have to keep inventing 
things to make them work 
better." 

Both clocks use cesium 
atoms to determine the 
exact length of a second. 
They measure the frequen¬ 
cy of a particular transi¬ 
tion in the cesium atom — 
which is more than 9.1 bil¬ 
lion vibrations per second 
— and use it to define one 
second. 

One key difference is that 
the old clock operates at 
about 80 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit (26.6 Celsius) while the 
atoms in the new clock are 
kept at about minus 316 
degrees Fahrenheit (minus 
193 Celsius). 

That cooling significantly 
lowers the background ra¬ 
diation and reduces some 
tiny measurement errors in 
the old clock. □ 
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11 ancient burial boxes 
recovered in Israel

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
authorities on Monday un¬ 
veiled 11 ancient burial 
boxes dating to around the 
time of Jesus, recovered by 
police during a midnight 
raid on antiquities dealers 
suspected of stealing the 
artifacts. 

The boxes include a pair 
of ossuaries believed to 
contain the remains of two 
noblemen who lived in Je¬ 
rusalem some 2,000 years 
ago. 

Some are engraved with 
designs and even names, 
giving clues to their origin 
and contents. The boxes 
contain bone fragments 
and remnants of what ex¬ 
perts say is pottery buried 
with the deceased. 

Israel’s Antiquities Authority 
said the boxes were recov¬ 
ered last Friday, shortly af¬ 
ter midnight, when police 
observed two cars parked 
suspiciously at a military 
checkpoint on the outskirts 
of Jerusalem. When they 
investigated, they found 


four people involved in an 
exchange of the boxes. 
Once police recovered 
the items, they alerted the 
authority. 

Police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld said the boxes 
were “stolen from a cave” 
near Jerusalem with the in¬ 
tent of being sold to collec¬ 
tors. Fie said authorities had 
been tracking the suspects 
for some time but would 
not elaborate. The ex¬ 
change involved an Israeli 
and a Palestinian seller at¬ 
tempting to make the sale 
to an Israeli customer, he 
said. 

According to Israeli antiqui¬ 
ties law, all antiquities that 
are discovered are consid¬ 
ered property of the state. 
Two of the suspects re¬ 
mained in custody on 
Monday, and the others 
were under house arrest, 
according to the authority. 
The boxes, known as ossu¬ 
aries, are believed to date 
back to the Second Tem¬ 
ple Period, a time stretch¬ 
ing from roughly 515 B.C. 
to 70 A.D. that included 


the reign of King Plerod, 
who built some of the most 
famous sites in Jerusalem 
and the Holy Land, and 
the time of Jesus. 

Not unlike today, the Je¬ 
rusalem of the time was a 
place of strong religious di¬ 
visions, multiple languages 
and a diverse economy. 
Visitors made pilgrimages 
from far and wide, bringing 
with them commerce and 
traffic on religious holidays. 
According to common 
Jewish burial practices of 
the time, the deceased 
were not buried but laid 
out in a cave for one year. 
Afterward, the bones were 
gathered and stored in the 
special boxes. 

“It's kind of like where the 
deceased go to retire,” 
said Stephen Pfann, presi¬ 
dent of the University of the 
Holy Land. Pfann noted 
that the use of these burial 
boxes developed at the 
time partly to condense 
the space needed once 
the corpse had turned to 
bones and partly because 
of the difficulty of finding 
space for a tomb in Jeru¬ 
salem’s hard bedrock. 
Some of the newly recov¬ 
ered boxes feature elabo¬ 
rate engravings, indicating 
wealth and a high social 
status of the deceased. 

“It was an expense to cut 
a tomb at all," said Pfann. 
“It definitely took a certain 
amount of wealth.” □

“Our goal is to stay current 
and deliver Monopoly in 
a way that they want to 
engage with it and that 
means sometimes being 
new and having modern 
takes on the brand," said 
Jonathan Berkowitz, vice 
president of marketing, 
ahead of Friday’s house 
rules announcement. 


again in this case since 
house rules are often 
passed on through gen¬ 
erations. Some casual 
players may have thought 
a few of the 10 in the run¬ 
ning before debate ended 
Thursday were already in 
the official rule book. And 
some, even regular play¬ 
ers, might not have heard 
of others. 

Did you know some peo¬ 
ple play that moms get out 
of jail for free? Always. No 
questions asked. That one 
didn't make the cut. Nor 
did buying houses for a 
property without an actu¬ 
al monopoly (a complete 
color set of properties), or 
starting the game by plac¬ 
ing half of all the money 
on the game board for a 
cash-grabbing free-for-all 
on the count of three.

than once. The winning 
house rule for landing on 
Go means players get 400 
Monopoly dollars instead 
of the official 200. As for 
Free Parking, official rules 
call for absolufely nothing 
to happen when a play¬ 
er lands there. Under the 
house rule, any taxes and 


fees collected are thrown 
into the middle for a lucky 
someone who lands on 
that corner square. 
Rounding out the five win¬ 
ners are players must travel 
around the board one full 
time before they can be¬ 
gin buying properties, and 
collecting 500 bucks for 
rolling double ones. 

To appease hardcore 
players not interested in 
new rules, the Pawtuck¬ 
et, R.I., company will put 


the winners into a special 
Flouse Rules Edition to be 
released in the fall and 
add them to classic Mo¬ 
nopoly’s game guide next 
year as unofficial. 

“There are a lot of Mo¬ 
nopoly purists who want 
to play by the classic rules 
and don’t want to change 
it, but we love the idea of 
fhere being some optional 
rules in there that can mix 
up the game a little bit," 
Berkowitz said. □

WEST HOLLYWOOD, Calif. 
(AP) — Singers M.I.A. and 
Janelle Monae shared 
the stage during sepa¬ 
rate concerts on opposite 
coasts through the magic 
of holograms. 

M.I.A. performed in New 
York wifh a 3-D projection 
of Monae Thursday night 
while Monae sang on the 
West Coast with M.I.A.'s 
likeness. 

Both artists have ideas for 
how they might use perfor¬ 
mance holograms beyond 
their bi-coastal duet, which 
was sponsored by Audi to 
launch its A3 model. 

The high-tech duet re¬ 
quired more advanced 
3-D projection and vid¬ 
eo mapping technology 
than Tupac Shakur’s holo¬ 
gram debut at the annual 
Coachella music festival 
in 2012. M.I.A. and Monae 
performed together in per¬ 
son to help create the ho¬ 
lograms, but each saw the 
results for the first time on¬ 


stage. 

“I wish I were in the audi¬ 
ence because I'm sure it 
looked cooler from fhe au¬ 
dience, buf it felt great," 
Monae said after closing 
her 40-minute set at Quix¬ 
ote Studios by singing with 
a hologram. “I felt M.I.A.'s 
spirit up there.” 

A life-size hologram of the 
British rapper joined Mo¬ 
nae onstage with an origi¬ 
nal addition to her song 


“Q.U.E.E.N.” Wearing a 
spangled top and pants 
reminiscent of C-3PO, 
M.I.A. appeared to dance 
and sing, her image at 
times bathed in colored 
lights. Monae's hologram 
sang a verse of M.I.A.'s 
“Bad Girls” with her at New 
York’s SIR Stage 37. 

Neither artist got to see 
what their own hologram 
looked like (“I’m going to 
go online and see if I could 


see it,” Monae confessed), 
but both said they'd try the 
technology again. 

“I think if you can have 
artists be a hologram and 
you can access it, and 
you have them life-size, 
in your house, it could be 
kind of cool,” M.I.A. said by 
phone. “It's definitely cool 
for us and it’s cool for me. 
I could be in 10 places at 
once." 

The technology has been 
prohibitively expensive 
and cumbersome to use 
on tour, she said: “I hope 
they get it together to the 
point that it’s accessible.” 

If so, Monae has some 
ideas about how to apply 
it. 

“I’d be honored to ex¬ 
periment more with holo¬ 
grams and maybe make 
a whole band — but I love 
my band, I wouldn’t want 
them to be holograms,” 
she said. “I would do some 
experimenting with differ¬ 
ent versions of myself, play¬ 
ing different instruments.” 
Not that either artist has 


the time to go hologram 
crazy. Both are touring in 
support of albums released 
last fall: M.I.A.'s “Matangi” 
and Monae’s “Electric 
Lady.” Monae also con¬ 
tributes the theme song to 
the upcoming animated 
film “Rio 2,” and covered 
David Bowie's “Heroes" 
for a Pepsi global ad cam¬ 
paign. M.I.A. is busy with 
her fashion collection for 
Versace and her ongo¬ 
ing snarl with the National 
Football League, which is 
seeking $16 million from the 
singer on claims that she 
ruined the league’s repu¬ 
tation when she stuck out 
her middle finger during a 
halftime performance with 
Madonna two years ago. 
M.I.A. has been vocal 
about the NFL issue on Twit¬ 
ter but when this reporter 
asked where things stand, 
a publicist interjected, say¬ 
ing, “That is one topic we 
cannot cover during this in¬ 
terview, unfortunately.” 
Maybe her hologram

Party All

Over the last several decades, the 
United States has adopted a se¬ 
ries of campaign finance reform 
laws. If these laws were designed 
to reduce the power of money in 
politics, they have failed. Spend¬ 
ing on political campaigns has 
exploded. Washington booms 
with masses of lobbyists and con¬ 
sultants. 

But campaign finance laws 
weren’t merely designed to take 
money out of politics; they were 
designed to protect incumbents 
from political defeat. In this re¬ 
gard, the laws have been fantas¬ 
tically successful. 

The laws rigged the system to 
make it harder for challengers to 
raise money. In 1972, at about the 
time the Federal Election Cam¬ 
paign Act was first passed, incum¬ 
bents had a campaign spending 
advantage over challengers of 
about 3-to-2. These days, incum¬ 
bents have a spending advan¬ 
tage of at least 4-to-l. In some 
election years, 98 percent of the 
incumbents are swept back into 
office. 

One of the ways incumbents se¬ 
cured this advantage is by weak¬ 
ening the power of the parties. 
They imposed caps on how much 
donors can give to parties and 
how much parties can give di¬ 
rectly to candidates. By 2008, di¬ 
rect party contributions to Senate 
candidates accounted for only 
0.18 percent of total spending. 
The members of Congress did this 
because an unregulated party 
can direct large amounts of mon¬ 
ey to knock off an incumbent of 
the opposing party. By restricting 
parties, incumbents defanged a 
potent foe. 

These laws pushed us from a par¬ 
ty-centric campaign system to 
a candidate-centric system. This 
change has made life less pleas¬ 
ant for lawmakers but it has made 
their jobs more secure, and they 
have been willing to accept this 
trade-off. 

Life is less pleasant because with 
the parties weakened, lawmak¬ 
ers have to do many campaign 
tasks on their own. They have to 
do their own fundraising and their 
own kissing up to special interests. 
They have to hire consultants to 
do the messaging tasks that par¬ 
ties used to do. 

But incumbents accept this be¬ 
cause the candidate-centric sys¬ 
tem makes life miserable for chal¬ 
lengers. With direct contributions 
severely limited and parties de¬ 
fanged, challengers find it hard 
to quickly build the vast network 
of donors they need to raise seri¬ 
ous cash. High-quality challengers 
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choose not to run because they 
don’t want to spend their lives 
begging for dough. 

The shift to a candidate-centric 
system was horrifically anti-dem- 
ocratic. It pushed money from 
transparent, tightly regulated par¬ 
ties to the shadowy world of PACs 
and 527s. It weakened party 
leaders, who have to think about 
building broad national coali¬ 
tions, and gave power to special 
interests. 

Then came the Supreme Court’s 
Citizens United decision, which 
managed to make everything 
even worse. It moved us from 
a candidate-centric system to 
a donor-centric system. Donors 
were unleashed to create their 
own opaque yet torrential money 
flows outside both parties and 
candidates. This created an ex¬ 
plosion in the number of groups 
with veto power over legislation 
and reform. It polarized politics 
further, because donors tend to 
be more extreme than politicians 
or voters. The candidate-centric 
system empowered special in¬ 
terests; the donor-centric system 
makes them practically invincible. 
Then along came the Supreme 
Court’s McCutcheon decision this 
week. It has been greeted with 
cries of horror because it may in¬ 
crease the amount of money in 
politics. But this is the wrong met¬ 
ric. There will always be money in 
politics; it’s a pipe dream to think 
otherwise. The crucial question is 
where is the money flowing. 

The McCutcheon decision is a 
rare win for the parties. It enables 
party establishments to claw 
back some of the power that 
has flowed to donors and super 
PACs. It effectively raises the lim¬ 
its on what party establishments 
can solicit. It gives party leaders 
the chance to form joint fundrais¬ 
ing committees they can use to 
marshal large pools of cash and 
influence. McCutcheon is a small 
step back toward a party-centric 
system. 

In their book “Better Parties, Bet¬ 
ter Government,” Peter J. Wal¬ 
loon and Joel M. Gora propose 
the best way to reform campaign 
finance: eliminate the restrictions 
on political parties to finance the 
campaigns of their candidates; 
loosen the limitations on giving to 
parties; keep the limits on giving 
to PACs. 

Parties are not perfect. Lord 
knows. But they have broad na¬ 
tional outlooks. They foster coali¬ 
tion thinking. They are relatively 
transparent. They are account¬ 
able to voters. They ally with 
special interests, but they tran¬ 
scend the influence of any one. 
Strengthened parties will make 
races more competitive and de¬ 
mocracy more legitimate. Strong 
parties mobilize volunteers and 
activists and broaden political 
participation. Unlike super PACs, 
parties welcome large numbers 
of people into the political pro¬ 
cess. 

Since the Progressive Era, cam¬ 
paign reformers have intuitively 
distrusted parties. These reformers 
seem driven by a naive hope that 
they can avoid any visible con¬ 
centration of power. But their ap¬ 
proach to reform has manifestly 
failed. By restricting parties, they 
just concentrated power in ways 
that are much worseQ

Holy 7 million. Batman! The Afford¬ 
able Care Act, aka Obamacare, 
has made a stunning comeback 
from its shambolic start. As the 
March 31 deadline for 2014 cov¬ 
erage approached, there was a 
surge in applications at the “ex¬ 
changes” - the special insurance 
marketplaces the law set up. And 
the original target of 7 million sign¬ 
ups, widely dismissed as unattain¬ 
able, has been surpassed. 

But what does it mean? That de¬ 
pends on whether you ask the 
law’s opponents or its supporters. 
You see, the opponents think that 
it means a lot, while the law’s sup¬ 
porters are being very cautious. 
And, in this one case, the enemies 
of health reform are right. This is a 
very big deal indeed. 

Of course, you don’t find many 
Obamacare opponents admit¬ 
ting outright that 7.1 million and 
counting sign-ups is a huge vic¬ 
tory for reform. But their reaction 
to the results - It’s a fraud! They’re 
cooking the books! - tells the tale. 
Conservative thinking and Re¬ 
publican political strategy were 
based entirely on the assumption 
that it would always be October, 
that Obamacare’s rollout would 
be an unremitting tale of disaster. 
They have no idea what to do 
now that it’s turning into a suc¬ 
cess story. 

So why are many reform support¬ 
ers being diffident, telling us not to 
read too much into the figures? 
Well, at a technical level they’re 


right: The precise number of sign¬ 
ups doesn’t matter much for the 
functioning of the law, and there 
may still be many problems de¬ 
spite the March surge. But I’d ar¬ 
gue that they’re missing the forest 
for the trees. 

The crucial thing to understand 
about the Affordable Care Act 
is that it’s a Rube Goldberg de¬ 
vice, a complicated way to do 
something inherently simple. The 
biggest risk to reform has always 
been that the scheme would 
founder on its complexity. And 
now we know that this won’t hap¬ 
pen. 

Remember, giving everyone 
health insurance doesn’t have to 
be hard; you can just do it with 
a government-run program. Not 
only do many other advanced 
countries have “single-payer,” 
government-provided health in¬ 
surance, but we ourselves have 
such a program - Medicare - for 
older Americans. If it had been 
politically possible, extending 
Medicare to everyone would 
have been technically easy. 

But it wasn’t politically possible, 
for a couple of reasons. One was 
the power of the insurance indus¬ 
try, which couldn’t be cut out of 
the loop if you wanted health 
reform this decade. Another was 
the fact that the 170 million Amer¬ 
icans receiving health insurance 
through employers are generally 
satisfied with their coverage, and 
any plan replacing that cover¬ 
age with something new and un¬ 
known was a nonstarter. 

So health reform had to be run 
largely through private insurers 
and be an add-on to the existing 
system rather than a complete 
replacement. And, as a result, it 
had to be somewhat complex. 
Now, the complexity shouldn’t 
be exaggerated: The basics of 
reform only take a few minutes to 
explain. And it has to be as com¬ 
plicated as it is. There’s a reason 
Republicans keep defaulting on 
their promise to propose an al¬ 
ternative to the Affordable Care 


Act: All the main elements of 
Obamacare, including the subsi¬ 
dies and the much-attacked in¬ 
dividual mandate, are essential if 
you want to cover the uninsured. 
Nonetheless, the Obama adminis¬ 
tration created a system in which 
people don’t simply receive a let¬ 
ter from the federal government 
saying “Congratulations, you are 
now covered.” Instead, people 
must go online or make a phone 
call and choose from a number 
of options, in which the cost of 
insurance depends on a calcu¬ 
lation that includes varying sub¬ 
sidies and so on. It’s a system in 
which many things can go wrong; 
the nightmare scenario has al¬ 
ways been that conservatives 
would seize on technical prob¬ 
lems to discredit health reform as 
a whole. And last fall that night¬ 
mare seemed to be coming true. 
But the nightmare is over. It has 
long been clear, to anyone will¬ 
ing to study the issue, that the 
overall structure of Obamacare 
made sense given the political 
constraints. Now we know that 
the technical details can be man¬ 
aged, too. This thing is going to 
work. 

And, yes, it’s also a big political 
victory for Democrats. They can 
point to a system that is already 
providing vital aid to millions of 
Americans, and Republicans - 
who were planning to run against 
a debacle - have nothing to offer 
in response. And I mean nothing. 
So far, not one of the supposed 
Obamacare horror stories fea¬ 
tured in attack ads has stood up 
to scrutiny. 

So my advice to reform support¬ 
ers is, go ahead and celebrate. 
Oh, and feel free to ridicule right¬ 
wingers who confidently predict¬ 
ed doom. 

Clearly, there’s a lot of work 
ahead, and we can count on 
the news media to play up every 
hitch and glitch as if it were an ex¬ 
istential disaster. But Rube Gold¬ 
berg has survived; health reform 
has won. □

on limited-edition bags of 
Friskies Party Mix treats and 
her own line of “Grump- 
puccino” bottled coffee 
drinks. 

So who will voice the 
cat we love to caption? 
Grumpy’s not saying, nor 
are her humans, the broth¬ 
er-sister team of Tabatha 
and Bryan Bundesen. 

With her own agent, You¬ 
Tube videos that have 
racked up millions of hits, 
T-shirts, calendars and a 
best-selling book available 
in 14 languages, exactly 
how much is this cat worth? 
“The business is doing 
very well,” Bryan laughed. 
“Grumpy doesn't like to dis¬ 
cuss specifics.” 

The humans, to be sure, are 
more than a little grateful. 
“We both were blue-collar 
people,” Bryan said — he 
a cable company lineman 
in Ohio and she a server 
at a Red Lobster near her 


home in Morristown, Ariz. “It 
has changed our lives. It's 
been a blessing. We’re very 
thankful for it.” 

The grump's real name is 
Tardar Sauce, so dubbed 
(and misspelled) by Ta- 
batha's now 12-year-old 
daughter, Chyrstal, soon 
after their female pet cal¬ 
ico gave birth to her and 
three siblings. The cat was 
tiny and is still petite, a vic¬ 
tim of feline dwarfism, and 
wobbles a bit when she 
walks due to elongated 
rear legs that have only 
added to her popularity.

A lot of people are happy 
that it kind of spreads the 
message that it's OK to be 
different. She's also such a 
happy cat.” 

Grumpy is happy and ex¬ 
tremely chill, with a reputa¬ 
tion for falling asleep during 
interviews and seeking out 
dark corners to hide in. 

If it hadn't been for Bryan 


slapping her photos on 
Reddit in late 2012, then fol¬ 
lowing up with videos after 
their authenticity was ques¬ 
tioned, Tardar might never 
have become a phenom. 
“People said her face was 
Photoshopped," he said, 
so they took to YouTube 
to prove otherwise, earn¬ 
ing about 1.5 million views 
overnight. 

Now, Grumpy’s YouTube 
channel has over 25 million 
views and 200,000 subscrib¬ 
ers, with some wondering in 
comment threads whether 
the cat's calmness might 
be of the medicinal variety. 
“It is absolutely unheard 
of to even think of drug¬ 
ging this kitty," Tabatha de¬ 
bunked. 

While Grumpy has cashed 
in on Internet stardom, the 
field is far more crowded 
today. 

Any up-and-comers she 
has her eye on? 

“There are a lot of cats on 
the Internet but there's no 
competition,” a good-na¬ 
tured Bryan said. “She has 
the grumpy market cor¬ 
nered. All the other cats 
can have the happy, funny 
stuff."a

Portraits by George W. Bush now on display

DALLAS (AP) — Former 
President George W. Bush 
is displaying his portraits of 
world leaders in the first ex¬ 
hibit of his work as an artist. 
The portraits, which include 
everyone from a grim- 
looking Russian President 
Vladimir Putin to a smiling 
likeness of the late Czech 
playwright and President 
Vaclav Havel, are part of 
an exhibit opening Satur¬ 
day at the George W. Bush 
Presidential Library and 
Museum in Dallas. He even 
did a self-portrait. 

The exhibit called “The 
Art of Leadership: A Presi¬ 
dent's Personal Diploma¬ 
cy” runs through June 3. 

“I spent a lot of time on 
personal diplomacy and 
I befriended leaders and 
learned about their fami¬ 
lies and their likes and dis¬ 
likes, to the point where I 
felt comfortable painting 
them,” he said in an intro¬ 
ductory video to the ex¬ 


hibit. 

“Painting portraits of my 
friends and some people 
who weren’t necessar¬ 
ily my friends gave me a 
sense to convey a feeling I 
have about them because 
I got to know them well in 
the presidency,” he add¬ 
ed in the video. 

Bush, who started painting 
in 2012, three years after 
leaving office, said reading 
an essay by the late Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill on painting in¬ 
spired him to take lessons. 
“I’d never lifted a brush be¬ 
fore. I’d never been next to 
paint. So I gave it a whirl,” 
he said in the introductory 
video.Q 

Accompanying many of 
the portraits are photo¬ 
graphs of Bush with the 
leader he painted, along 
with gifts. On display with 
Bush's portrait of former 
British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair is a book of Churchill’s 
speeches that Blair gave 
to Bush with the inscription, 


“To George, my ally and 
my friend.” 

The exhibit includes more 
than two dozen portraits. 
Other subjects include 
the Dalai Lama, German 


Chancellor Angela Merkel 
and Afghan President Ha¬ 
mid Karzai. Bush also paint¬ 
ed his father, George H.W. 
Bush, the 41st president of 
the United States. 


Bush, who was the 43rd 
president, signs his works 
“43." He has quipped: “I tell 
people that the signature 
on my paintings is worth 
more than the paintings."□
